Otherwhiles we give or ſtanding, 
fre in the Reere, martching from the Enemy ; or in Flazke, mariching by an E nemy ; and are either 
it may fo fall our, that the Enemy may charge in ſeverall places at once, as in Front and 4 - of 
Reere ; or in Front, Reere, and Flank ; of which particulars, I will ſeverally trear, defiring IT 
to givecontent to all, not making the leaſt queſtion, bur that benefit may accrue unto ſome, 
And thereforc hoping that the cowrteozs and belt quallified willaccept of my good meaning, 
and not refuſe my cates, although preſented nnto them in earthen veſſels ; whereby I ſhall

The Commanders of the Elephants ordered the Beaſts into the P linthyum, caſting all their 
Carriage mto the midſt.
